Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 

For  the  year  1969 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of 
South-East  Derbyshire. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  honour  to  present  this  my  sixteenth 
Annual  Report. 

During  the  course  of  one  year  some  2,500  women  in  this  country 
die  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  in 
having  cytology  clinics  available  where  the  appropriate  test  can  be 
carried  out.  The  Cervical  Cancer  Smear  Test  is  one  of  the  biggest 
advances  in  gynaecology  in  recent  times.  It  permits  of  early  diagnosis 
so  that  action  may  be  taken  early — a  true  extension  of  the  application 
of  the  principles  of  prevention.  In  some  cases  a  precancerous 
condition  is  found  which  with  appropriate  treatment  results  in  a 
complete  cure. 

Routine  smear  tests  are  recommended  in  women  over  25  years 
of  age  and  should  be  repeated  every  two  and  a  half  years.  This  test  is 
available  at  County  Clinics  which  serve  this  District.  (Namely 
Ilkeston,  Long  Eaton  and  the  Cathedral  Road  Clinic  in  Derby). 

Discuss  the  matter  first  with  your  General  Practitioner  and 
obtain  his  approval.  All  results  of  the  test  are  communicated  to  him 
and  all  treatment  is  carried  out  through  your  own  doctor. 

In  countries  where  this  test  has  been  used  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  incidence  of  this  particular  cancer  has  decreased. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  is  also  an  illness  whose  results  are  often 
tragic.  Every  effort  must  be  made  to  detect  this  condition  as  early  as 
possible.  The  public  has  perhaps  not  been  educated  to  realise  that 
although  many  breast  swellings  or  lumps  are  not  cancerous  they 
should,  however,  be  reported  to  their  own  doctor,  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  will  ensure  that  proper  treatment  can  be  started  at  the 
earliest  moment. 
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The  standard  of  housing  in  an  Authority’s  area  has  always 
played  an  important  part  in  the  health  of  the  community,  whether 
Private  or  Council.  This  Authority  has  pursued  an  enlightened 
House  Building  Programme  over  the  years  and  this  is  backed  by  an 
excellent  Housing  Department,  under  the  efficient  direction  of  our 
Housing  Manager,  Mr.  T.  N.  Fiske,  a.r.i.b.a. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  match  the  individual  needs  for  accom¬ 
modation  throughout  the  District.  People  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
handicapped  or  affected  by  the  frailties  of  old  age  are  placed  in 
suitable  accommodation  even  though  this  may  involve  a  chain  of 
events  requiring  exchanges  and  transfers  to  this  end. 

In  addition,  the  Housing  Manager  is  ably  supported  in  the 
problems  attached  to  complaints,  neighbours’  quarrels,  problem 
families,  exchanges  and  examination  of  premises  before  transfer,  and 
Group  Schemes  for  the  Elderly,  by  our  experienced  and  enthusiastic 
Housing  Welfare  Officer,  Miss  P.  Brookes,  s.r.n.,  s.c.m.,  h.v.  With 
2,905  Council  Dwellings  there  must  be  problems — but  it  is  good  to 
know  that  the  Housing  Department  has  such  a  keen  and  able 
personnel  to  cope  with  them.

All  Schemes  have  a  Call  Bell  System,  so  that  residents  can 
inform  the  Warden  when  an  emergency  arises  or  they  are  in  need  of 
help.  This  system  enables  the  Warden  to  talk  direct  to  any  tenant  of 
the  bungalows  under  her  care  and  vice  versa. 
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During  the  year  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  totalled  193 
compared  with  270  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new 
measles  vaccine,  which  has  proved  effective  as  well  as  safe,  was 
responsible  for  the  great  reduction  in  notifications.  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  notifications  totalled  5,  whilst  Scarlet  Fever  increased 
from  14  to  16,  and  Whooping  Cough  decreased  from  42  to  2.  The 
great  decrease  in  Whooping  Cough  shows  the  effectiveness  of 
immunisation  in  infancy  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus,  and  of  continuing  with  the  booster  doses  at  the  age  of 
2  years  and  5  years. 


A  landmark  was  reached  in  1964  with  the  District’s  lowest  ever 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  attained.  This  was  10-4  compared  with 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  20-0.  Our  previous  lowest  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  in  1960,  when  it  was  12*2  compared  with  a 
National  Rate  of  21-0. 


It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  thank  all  Headteachers  and  their  staff 
for  their  grand  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  B.C.G.  Vaccin¬ 
ation  Scheme,  which  is  available  to  all  pupils  in  Senior  Schools,  aged 
13  years  and  over.  This  vaccination  confers  a  resistance  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  which  lasts  over  ten  years— as  shown  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  Survey.

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Housing  has  a  part  to  play  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis,  and 
the  Council  plays  its  part  in  this  respect  by  the  provision  of  Council 
Houses  and  Dwellings.  Private  development  also  has  a  part  to  play 
in  raising  housing  standards  whether  by  new  development,  or  by 
utilising  Improvement  Grants  for  amenities  such  as  hot  water 
supply;  bathrooms;  W.C.  accommodation;  kitchen  and  food 
storage  facilities.  The  amounts  advanced  up  to  31st  December, 
1969  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants  and  House  Purchase 
Loans,  since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Act,  were  £112,382  and 
£409,774  respectively. 

Much  publicity  regarding  the  availability  of  Improvement 
Grants  has  been  undertaken  by  this  Council  and  in  particular  by  the 
Surveyor  and  his  staff,  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  residents  in  this 
district. 

The  confidence  of  the  public  in  this  Authority  is  best  exemplified 
by  the  amount  of  money  they  have  invested  in  it,  which  totals  some 
£3,409,598  up  to  31st  December,  1969. 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  has  continued  to  proceed 
satisfactorily.  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  55  houses. 
A  total  of  1,120  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  reduced  area 
under  the  Housing  Acts  since  the  first  clearance  area  was  declared 
in  1954.  Of  these  houses  898  were  included  in  clearance  areas,  but 
180  of  these  houses  have  now  been  transferred  to  Derby  Borough. 

For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969,  no  Council  Dwellings 
had  been  erected  but  some  218  by  Private  Enterprise. 

The  advent  of  the  East  Midlands  Air  Port  at  Castle  Donington 
brings  Continental  Holidays  much  nearer  to  Midlanders  contem¬ 
plating  vacations  to  Spain,  Italy  and  the  Mediterranean,  etc.  They 
would  be  wise  to  have  a  valid  Certification  of  Vaccination  against 
Smallpox  and  also  receive  immunisation  against  such  enteric 
diseases  as  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid.  In  some  Mediterranean 
countries  water  supplies,  sanitation  and  sewerage,  must  be  regarded 
as  suspect. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  a  disease  such  as  Typhoid 
some  60% — 65%  of  cases  are  infections  picked  up  abroad. 

During  the  year  we  had  one  case  of  Typhoid  in  the  District 
which  occurred  in  a  young  married  woman  returning  to  this  country 
from  Australia.  She  fortunately  progressed  satisfactorily. 

Many  investigations  were  carried  out  by  this  Department. 
Contacts  were  screened  and  appropriate  tests  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Plealth  Laboratory.  The  work  involved  Mr.  G.  L.  Roe, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  myself.  Up-to-date  reports 
were  also  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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We  are  indeed  blessed  in  this  Authority  in  having  a  safe  water 
supply,  which  in  the  case  of  this  district  is  supplied  by  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards, 
Engineer  and  General  Manager  of  this  Board,  for  kindly  submitting 
a  report  on  the  Water  Board’s  undertakings. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  T.  Kay,  m.b.e., 
a.m.i.c.e.,  m.i.mun.e.,  for  the  following  report  on  Sewerage  and 
Drainage. 

“The  extensions  at  the  Shardlow  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
associated  pumping  station  at  Aston-on-Trent  are  approaching 
completion.  A  Consultant’s  report  was  recently  prepared  on  the 
problem  of  flooding  at  Aston  and  a  scheme  of  preventive  works  is 
being  prepared  in  association  with  the  County  Council. 

The  contract  for  extensions  to  the  Little  Eaton  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  is  well  advanced  and  will  be  completed  in  the  next  few 
months. 

The  main  contract  for  construction  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Nooning  Lane,  Draycott  is  due  to  be  completed  in 
September.  The  associated  scheme  for  resewering  the  parishes  of 
Ockbrook  and  Borrowash  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  and 
has  gone  out  to  tender. 

Ministry  approval  has  been  received  for  major  extensions  at  the 
Melbourne  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  a  scheme  is  being  prepared. 

Approval  has  also  been  received  from  the  Ministry  for 
extensions  to  the  West  Elallam  works  but  implementation  of  this 
scheme  has  been  deferred  pending  a  decision  on  the  question  of 
major  expansion  in  that  area  suggested  in  the  recently  published 
East  Midlands  Study.” 

Various  Health  Campaigns  were  carried  out  in  the  year,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Parish  Councils,  Senior  Schools,  Libraries,  County 
Clinics  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  District.  My  thanks  are  due 
to  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  The  County  Senior  Medical  Officer  for 
School  Health  and  Mrs.  Wagstaff  for  their  assistance  in  these 
matters. 

Details  relating  to  other  matters  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  sanitation  of  the  district,  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
personally,  for  his  assistance  and  that  of  his  staff  throughout  the 
year. 

My  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  (happily  recovered  from  an 
indisposition),  has  once  more  been  a  tower  of  strength.  To  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  the  Clerical  Staff,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their 
loyal  and  efficient  work  throughout  the  year. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Jefferies,  and  his  Deputy,  and  also  Mr.  C.  Beardmore  our  Treasurer 
and  Mr.  T.  Kay  our  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  their  assistance 
during  the  year.  My  personal  thanks  go  to  my  secretary,  Mrs.  L. 
Greenhouse. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have 
accorded  me.

(Commonly  called  Smear  Tests  for  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb).

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  patient’s 
own  doctor  should  have  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to 
collect  the  smears  himself  or  to  let  this  be  done  by  one  of  the 
medical  officers  employed  at  a  County  Council  Clinic. 

This  is  a  service  involving  the  co-operation  of  general  prac¬ 
titioners,  local  health  authorities,  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Boards,  the  last  being  responsible  for  the  examination  of  the  smears 
when  taken. 

Full  particulars  of  the  County  Council’s  provision  were  sent 
to  all  general  medical  practitioners  in  Derbyshire  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  9th  October,  1964.

Poliomyelitis 

No  (O)  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Vaccin¬ 
ation  is  altering  the  poliomyelitis  picture.  Rigid  control  of  vaccine 
preparation  and  the  fact  that  millions  of  children  and  adults  have 
been  successfully  vaccinated,  indicates  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  the 
procedure.  This  oral  vaccine  can  be  administered  by  the  general 
practitioner  at  the  same  time  as  primary  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  is  carried  out. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  years  1960-69 
except  for  one  case  in  1963. 
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Acute  Pneumonia 

No  (4)  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Dysentery 

Two  outbreaks  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  first  outbreak  occurred  on  a  Housing  Estate  at  Kirk  Hallam 
where  seven  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  in  young  children. 

The  second  small  outbreak  began  at  a  day  nursery  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Derby.  One  child  attending  the  Nursery  and  three  of  the 
staff  living  in  our  area  contracted  dysentery  and  their  cases  were 
notified  to  this  Authority.

The 
patient  successfully  recovered  from  the  Typhoid  Fever  and  whilst 
she  was  in  hospital  gave  birth  to  a  healthy  baby. 

Tuberculosis 

Respiratory  Tuberculosis 

Five  (5)  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Two  of  these  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were 
no  cases  in  the  15-24  age  group  this  year.  This  may  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  now  offered  to  all  pupils  aged 
13  years  and  over  attending  senior  schools  in  the  district,  and  many 
parents  have  taken  advantage  of  this. 

For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to 
find  the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present 
services  available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking 
the  advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic, 
Derby,  through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

The 
remainder  of  the  cases  occurred  when  there  was  an  outbreak  of 
Infective  Hepatitis  at  Hopwell  Hall  School,  Ockbrook.  Fourteen 
boys  were  notified  as  having  the  disease  during  the  year  and  it  is 
believed  that  one  of  the  boys  introduced  the  disease  to  the  school 
on  returning  from  holiday. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  in  the  District  is  undertaken  by  General  Practi¬ 
tioners  and  also  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Council 
at  the  various  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  have  very  kindly 
provided  detailed  figures  relating  to  this  district.

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  provision  of  good  housing,  both 
Council  and  private  development,  has  played  a  very  important  part 
in  the  fight  against  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  present  position 
must  be  due  in  some  measure  to  this  factor.  In  addition,  in  recent 
times,  redistribution  of  income  with  the  resultant  raised  standard 
of  living,  increased  amenities,  wider  range  of  foods,  etc.,  will  have 
made  a  contribution. 


Progress  from  now  on  will,  of  necessity,  be  slower,  but  this 
should  be  no  cause  for  despondency  or  complacency,  since  no-one 
can  be  satisfied  until  this  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  the 
community.

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  has  a  number  of 
power  stations  adjoining  the  River  Trent;  three  of  these,  at  Castle 
Donington,  Spondon  and  Willington,  are  in  close  proximity  to  this 
district  and  a  new  station  at  Ratcliffe-on-Soar  is  now  in  operation 
and  only  a  few  miles  away.  In  addition  to  the  monitoring  stations 
operated  by  the  Board,  the  Council  has  four  pollution  measuring 
sites,  the  locations  of  which  have  been  selected  with  regard  to  the 
position  of  the  power  stations.  The  following  particulars  relate  to

The  analytical  work  is  carried  out  monthly  by  the  Derbyshire 
County  Analyst’s  Department  and  detailed  results  for  the  year  are 
available,  showing  sulphur  dioxide  and  undissolved  matter  pollution. 


In  addition  to  the  four  measuring  stations  referred  to  above,  the 
Council  operates  a  daily  smoke  and  sulphur  recording  apparatus 
which  is  situated  at  the  offices  in  St.  Mary’s  Gate,  Derby.  This 
instrument  forms  part  of  the  National  Pollution  Survey  (Station 
Derby  15)  and  the  following  figures  are  extracted  from  the  records 
relating  to  this  station.

(a)  To  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advise  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority,  because  of  their  inability  to 
cope  with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  families 
may  have  been  brought  to  notice  because  of  lack  of  care  of 
house,  property  and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours  or 
neglected  state  of  children;  poor  rent  records,  or  other  family 
problems  such  as  ill-health,  etc. 

(b)  To  watch  over  the  interests  of  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(c)  To  investigate  neighbours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  other 
troubles  between  tenants,  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 

(d)  To  assist  the  Housing  Manager  in  the  work  of  the  Housing 
Department. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  proposed 
exchange  between  tenants.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General 

Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  for  the  following 

Report  on  the  Water  Supply: — 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(. b )  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters. 
A  total  of  84  bacteriological,  4  chemical  and  80  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year. 
Of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken,  5  indicated  the  presence 
of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  small  isolated  areas,  e.g.  Hopwell 
which  receives  Derwent  Valley  Water,  the  major  part  of  the 
South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District  receives  a  mixture  of 
water  from  Derwent  Valley  and  the  Little  Eaton  Works.  The 
proportions  of  each  may  vary  from  time  to  time,  but  a  typical 
analysis  is  given. 

The  remainder  of  South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District, 
Stanton-by  Bridge,  Derby  Hills,  and  Melbourne  Parishes, 
receive  a  mixture  of  water  from  Derwent  Valley  and  Stanton-by- 
Bridge.  This  mixture  is  maintained  reasonably  constant  and  the 
analysis  given  is  typical  of  the  water  supplied. 

(c)  The  Derwent  Valley  water  is,  by  statute,  required  to  be  treated 
for  the  prevention  of  plumbo-solvency  and  is,  in  fact,  so  treated. 
The  water  from  the  Little  Eaton  source  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 
Samples  are  taken  throughout  the  Board’s  area  regularly  for 
examination  for  lead  content.  Some  two  hundred  have  been 
examined  during  the  year  and  none  have  shown  the  presence 
of  lead. 

(< d )  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

Direct  labour  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continued  through¬ 
out  the  year,  the  collections  being  on  the  rounds  as  re-organised  in 
1968. 

No  new  collection  vehicles  were  acquired  during  the  year.  The 
present  collection  vehicles  were  acquired  over  the  period  August 
1964 — April  1968  and  one  new  vehicle  will  need  to  be  acquired  in 
1971  in  order  to  maintain  the  renewal  programme.  In  order  to  keep 
in  touch  with  vehicle  development,  a  demonstration  of  an  S.  &  D. 
vehicle  fitted  with  automatic  transmission  was  carried  out;  this 
form  of  transmission  at  present  is  an  expensive  advantage.  During 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  collections  were  badly  affected  by  illness 
of  personnel.  The  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collection 
personnel,  which  was  introduced  in  1955  and  revised  in  1965, 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  Proposals  to  further 
revise  the  incentive  bonus  scheme  and  introduce  other  productivity 
agreements  were  submitted  to  the  National  Joint  Council  but  were 
not  approved. 
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Controlled  tipping  continued  throughout  the  year  on  sites  at 
Chellaston  and  Sandiacre.  Tipping  was  completed  on  part  of  the 
Sandiacre  site  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  land  was  sold 
to  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  for  use  as  allotments  by  allot¬ 
ment  holders  displaced  from  the  site  of  a  new  school.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  surface  of  the  completed  tipping  site  had  been  graded 
ready  to  receive  garden  soil.  Planning  consent  was  obtained  to  the 
use  of  two  stretches  of  the  former  Great  Northern  Railway  line  at 
Stanley  and  Morley  for  tipping  sites.  An  application  for  a  third 
section  between  Morley  and  Breadsall  was  refused  as  “the  railway 
cutting  contains,  at  this  point,  exposed  rock  formations  and  rare 
flora  which  have  an  educational  interest.  It  is  intended  that  the 
length  of  disused  railway  line  ...  be  acquired  by  the  Education 
Authority  to  meet  these  interests”. 


The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  refuse  composting  plant  on 
the  same  site  as  the  new  Sewage  Works  at  Nooning  Lane,  Draycott, 
was  abandoned  on  account  of  the  changed  circumstances  of  the 
District  following  the  Derby  Extension.  Consideration  of  the  use 
of  composting  commenced  in  1959  and  it  was  a  matter  of  general 
regret  that  this  advanced  method  of  converting  refuse  into  a  useful 
product  had  to  be  dropped. 


Temporary  use  of  parts  of  the  future  site  for  tipping  at  Aston- 
on-Trent  was  granted  to  the  East  Midlands  Gas  Board  and  a  field 
archery  club.  The  arrangement  between  the  Council  and  Derby 
Corporation  whereby  certain  refuse  is  received  by  the  District 
Council  in  return  for  which  some  Council  refuse  is  dealt  with  at 
the  Corporation’s  incinerator  continued  to  work  well  throughout 
the  year. 


An  allowance  to  carry  out  street  sweeping  was  made  in  the 
draft  estimates  for  1969-70  but  was  deleted  on  economy  grounds 
to  the  dismay  of  several  of  the  Parish  Councils  in  the  district.  The 
Council  co-operated  with  the  “Keep  Britain  Tidy  Group”  and 
during  the  special  annual  effort  a  joint  press  advertisement  was 
issued  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring  local  authorities.  The 
scheme  for  the  collection  of  special  items  of  refuse  continued  to 
operate  throughout  the  year  and  was  well  used.  Periodical  clear¬ 
ances  of  refuse  dumped  in  hedge  bottoms  and  roadside  lay-bys 
continued. 


The  Council  took  up  membership  of  the  Freight  Transport 
Association  and  this  proved  to  be  of  great  advantage  in  dealing 
with  the  many  complexities  of  transport  operation  brought  about 
by  the  Transport  Act  1968.  The  Council  agreed  to  bear  the  cost  of 
heavy  goods  vehicle  driving  licences — a  similar  arrangement  later 
became  the  recommended  practice  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council.

In 
addition,  the  notifications  covered  three  oil  fired  super  heating 
furnaces  and  chimneys  150  ft.  high,  one  oil  fired  steam  boiler  and 
three  cold  blast  cupolas  and  chimneys  148  ft.  high,  all  at  a  large 
industrial  complex. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  dealt  with;  one  of 
these  related  to  the  emission  of  grit  from  industrial  premises  at 
Shardlow.  There  were  several  incidents  arising  from  the  burning  of 
motor  vehicles  on  the  premises  of  firms  undertaking  motor  vehicle 
dismantling. 

The  Spondon  Atmospheric  Pollution  Committee  continued  to 
function  during  the  year.  The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the 
private  observers  who  send  in  their  reports  at  monthly  intervals. 

A  similar  committee,  the  Ilkeston  and  District  Atmospheric 
Pollution  Committee,  was  formed  to  deal  with  air  pollution  in 
Ilkeston  and  neighbouring  areas.  Here  again  the  thanks  of  the 
Council  are  due  to  private  observers.

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  special 
investigations  were  made  in  cases  involving  such  matters  as  foreign 
material  in  bread,  mouldy  bread,  contamination  of  bottled  milk. 
These  cases  were  met  by  the  issue  of  formal  warnings.  Legal  proceed¬ 
ings  were  taken  in  one  case  concerning  maggots  found  in  a  chicken 
joint  sold  at  a  fish  and  chip  shop,  and  a  fine  of  £10  was  imposed.  In 
another  case  involving  the  sale  of  packetted  bacon  in  a  mouldy 
condition,  the  offender  was  fined  £25  and  ordered  to  pay  an 
advocate’s  fee  of  five  guineas. 

Five  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  relating  to  motor 
vehicles  were  dealt  with  by  the  issue  of  warnings. 

The  increased  use  of  containers  for  foodstuffs  led  to  condem¬ 
nation  of  substantial  quantities  of  food  at  wholesalers’  premises. 

During  the  year  ten  new  registations  of  ice-cream  retailers  and 
eight  registrations  of  milk  distributors  were  made.

The  statistics  on  this  page  show  the  effect  of  The  Derby  Order,  1968, 
which  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1968.  Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Order,  almost  the  whole  of  the  parishes  of  Alvaston  &  Boulton,  Chaddesden, 
Chellaston,  Littleover  and  Sinfin  Moor,  together  with  substantial  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Breadsall,  Sinfin  &  Arleston  and  Spondon,  and  a  small  part  of  the 
parish  of  Elvaston  were  transferred  to  the  County  Borough  of  Derby.  A  small 
part  of  the  parish  of  Littleover  was  transferred  to  the  parish  of  Findern  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Repton. 

The  parish  of  Little  Eaton  was  increased  by  the  transfer  of  a  small  part 
of  the  parish  of  Allestree  in  the  Rural  District  of  Belper.  Part  of  the  parish  of 
Chaddesden  was  transferred  to  the  parish  of  Morley;  parts  of  Spondon  to 
Dale  Abbey  and  Ockbrook  respectively,  small  parts  of  Alvaston  &  Boulton 
and  Chellaston  to  Elvaston,  small  parts  of  the  parish  of  Chellaston  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Aston  and  Swarkestone  respectively;  parts  of  Sinfin  Moor  were 
transferred  to  Barrow  and  Swarkestone  respectively.  Part  of  Sinfin  and  Arleston 
was  transferred  to  Barrow. 

Various  small  amendments  to  the  area  of  the  parishes  of  Draycott  and 
Church  Wilne,  Hopwell,  Sandiacre,  Stanley  and  Stanton-by-Dale  were  made 
as  a  result  of  a  new  compilation  of  areas  by  the  Ordnance  Survey  due  to  the 
outcome  of  the  new  survey  on  National  Grid  Lines.
